The brief argues tliat the use of a las'k or other 
apparatus does not affei-t the eriine of betting, and 
tliai Sliane. wlio is aenised of ‘‘.irar’ tiookni.iking, 
witliont ap|»aratiis. was just as giiilt.v of bettiug in 
tile sense of tlie statute as if lie had liad an entire 
out lit. 

"No writing or iiieniorandiiin is necessary to eon- 
sliliil*' the eriine." insists Mr. .Mi-Carlhy. and ipioles 
I roiii I lu' Ians of I'.ilii "liiat any iM'i'son wlio en 
gaged in pisd selling or ls>okinal-.Ing witli or witliont 
apparatus, and an.x person wlio records bets or 
wagers or sells |sm,Is or makes tsiok. with or willi- 
out writing, is guilty of n misdemeanor.” 

!<liaiie. .Mr. .MeCartli.v eonlinues. is not eliarged 
merely with making a private liel, as was argued 
liy Ills emiiisel. The information charges piildie 
gamiditig. It sets forlli tliat Shane wilfully made 
bets and wa.g(fs with various jiersons on the grounds, 
tliat he placed himself in a sevinded siioi away from 
w tiere the li.irses were racing and tliere offered to 
gamble with all comers. The liels were recorded 
by a private memorandum made by the o|>|iosite 
|iarly, showing Hint "Hie sctence of lnHikiiiaklng has 
advanced to such a stage that the iHHikiiiaker can 
allenipl to evade the law by Iiaving some *>ne else 
make the meiiiorniida.” 

The dins'tors of the association, the brief iviii- 
lends, eonid iio| |h> held resjionsible for iHHikniakiug 
on their grounds unless it was shown that tlie.v 
acinally had kiiowb'ilge of the place being used not 
^ I'lici'. blit eonliiinally for purposes of gambling. This 
” is In reidy to the eonlention of Shane's I'oimsel. 
that if Sliaiie was lield guilty of iMMikma king the 
direeiors could be held responsible. 

This case was argiieil iH-fori- .insliee Townsend 
Si odder at Mineola. June ‘gti. b.v Surrogate John .1. 
Hr.'diain. counsel for Shane, and by Mr. .MeCarth.v 
lor Hie peopU'. .Iiistice Scndder asked Isitli parlies 
to submit briefs. 

.Shane was an'ested .liino r, at P.elnioiit Park 
Terminal by Deputy .SherilT .Michael Williams, who 
alleged that Shane was making "oral" Im'Is in vio 
bition of the llari .\gnew ami belling laws. ,\l 
ibongli Shane had no bisiks or other iiioiMilies for 
leeoiding bets and gave oiil.x nieinoranda of tbein 
on :i slip of |»aper with iieiicil. it was charged that 
'bis constituted bisikmaking in the sense of the 
'lalnle. He was brought before Charles P. Hiileiis. 
nisi ice of the |ieaee of 1 l<'iii|istead. .liiiie bs for ar 
raigninenl. but the liearing was ]M>s!iMined to Jiil.v 
2. Shane was rebased in eiistiMly of his attorney. 

Siirrogati" Hral.aiii. on behalf of Shane, obtained a 
ii niporary writ of halie.is corpus from Jiistiee Send- 
III- ordering .Iiisliee of Hie Peace Hraliani to a|ipear 
and III sliow e.inse wliy Shane should be lield in eiis 
loil.v id Hie jiisiiee eonri. This caused the siispen 
•^ion of Hie ca.s<‘ in the lower coiirl until it sliall be 
•eiili'd by the Supreme Coiirl. If .Insiice Scndder 
deeiiles that Shane is illegally held it will mean 
that the stale has no ease ag.iinsi him under the 
; nti Iieiling laws and that "oral” ladling diK'S not 
I onsi it nil' a violation of the statute. 

I'he brief in jiart says:

The melhiHl is to inibliely 
i|iioi" ;ind la.v odds to all ("iniers who care to liet 
oa the result of an nniertain event, such as a horse 
r."ee alHiiit to lake (dace, on the basis of a plan so 
farlivi'ly arranged as to e.-iiise one party to win as 
a rule and to cause the other party to lose as a 
I III". 

• " I'his is Hie snbstanee of the crime, which may or 

mat not be attended by the recording of the tran- 
saction. The record, if made, is merely the evidem-e 
of Hie islils ipioted and the Ik'Is laid, so as to aid 
till' ineiiior.v. It is but an iiicidi'iit of the main 

traiisaciion. such as Hie maintaining of a hootli or 
lent or niakin.g use of some other <Dnvenient agene.v 
to accomplish the result intended. 

"The vice of isiokniaking consists in solleiting 
and ill Hie indueing the public to lake chances in the

maker. People ex rcl Lichtenslelu V. Langan -P.m; 
N. V. 2fJt. 

"The proposition as to what was the intent of tlie 
l."gislat(ire in enacting Chapter 4.s,s of the laws of 
19Hi. which so far as material to this inquiry pro- 
vides as follows; ‘.\ny person who engages in [sstl 
selling or liookniaking. with or wiltiont writing, at 
any time or place, and an.v js'Cson who records bets 
or wagers or sells jiools is gnill.v of a misdemeanor.’ 
“.\ disjunctive conjunction separates the various 
lorms and manner of violation of this section, as 
will appear from the reading of the word ‘or’ in w> 
many places in tlie section, .so that the proposition 
argued before your honor at the time of the argn- 

that the question of a tssith or slied or other 

aiiparatiis for the commission of the crime charged 
was a material element in the commission of the 
crime <tf Issikinaking. is not tenable. 

"In this coiiueclion we desire to call your Honor's 
attention to the fact that not a single case on this 
luMxkmaking proposition, cited by the learned counsel 
on the argument, is good law since the amendment of 
191<i. making it a crime to engage in bookmaking 
without an.v writing. 

In the latest expression of oidiiion from the Court 
of .\ppea1s on tlie subject t People vs. Lamlirix. 204 
\. Y.. 201 1, which was a pnisecutioii for recording 
bets previous to tlie ninenflincnt of 1910. Cullen. Ch. 
J.. by strong inferenee cicarl.v indicated that the 
oceisiiHi woiilil have Ix'cn ilifferent liad the charge 
ben iHaikmiiking and Hie crime have ts'cn committed 
iilier the 1010 amcndnw'nt, for he said: 

"It is to lie liornc in mlivl that the offenses with 
which the defendant was eliarged were ctimmitfed 
^ prior to the ameiidme:it of the lanial law making 
iHMikmaking and ja>ol selling with or without writing 
a crime. (Laws 1010. 4S.S, page 204.1 

“'\s already said since the decision in the Lich- 
tenstein case'nofi. N. Y. 2f!0). the IvCgislatnre has 
amended the itenal law section here involved, so as 
to make It a crime to engage In poolselling or liook- 
making with or wilhoiil writing, but it has not 
cliangcd in aii.v resi»<*cl the law as to recording or 
leglsterlng bets.” 

The crime charged In the case at bar is not record- 
ing liets or wagers, which must lie in writing ladh 
before and after the 1010 amendment. -\s Judge 
Cullen pidnts out, the amendment did not change 
the law as to recording bets or wagers (which, by

"It may lie urged that if tlie farts staltsl in litis 
information eonstitnte a <*rime, then Hie directors 
and [lersous in eharge of tlie racing assoeialions 
are likewise guilty of a crime, without jtny inieni 
whatever to violate the law. 

"Tlie answer to that is. liial Hie laxv requires 
kliowleilge of Hie acts eoiisl il III ilig Hie eriine on Ilic 
part of Hie person aeeiiseil. and Hie law as il now 
stainls would not periidl of Hie eonvietion of Hie 
owner of a race track '.vlio liad no knowledg<' of 
the gainiding I not liettiiigi going on in liis premises 

"It is «*rrone >us to sa.v that an.v dina-tors eotild lie 
held lialile und<-r these eoudilious under tlie i>res«>nl 
law. Section 97.", of tlie )>enal law of tlie stale of 
New- York, as a |ienal statute must he strictly eon 
siriied, and iiiiiW'i- Hie i-oiniiiou law-, a person c-.-iiiiiot 
Im' eonvieted of a crime if h<* liad no knowledge of 
tlie act. 

"It is true as a mailer of law- tliat there need he 
ii'i priMif of aetiial kiaiwledge wliere a tiling is 
elearly and expr<*ssly pi-oldl>ited. for in such a ease 
knowI«*<lge is aiwa.vs |iiesumed, tmf in this ease 
tlie lldiig in-oldliiti'd under the existing statute' is 
Itie keeiiiug of a race track used for gamliling.

"This issue now before your honor is the most 
iiiiporfant that lias arisen in lids state in eonnee 
tinn w-illi gamliling since racing on the big traek.s 
was aliandom*il as a result of legislative enactment.”
